Claims 1-6 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an on-off switch 
for mounting within a wall box, switch having a paddle along it vertical axis has a contour of positive first differential comprised of a 
combination of splines drawn between points of varying distances from a datum plane.
